Summary of Situation. 

Here is a quick rundown of | 
the latest developments: 

1. Cho Chung Whan, South 
Korea's acting foreign minister, 
said yesterday the deaths were 
“criminal acts of murder” by 
the Indian guards and declared 
“we shall be forced to take up 
arms against them” unless there 
is a swift change in policy. 

2. On Formosa, Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist government— 
obviously interested in the fafe 
of the Chinese prisoners—an- 
nounced today it had called at- 
tention of the U.N. Command 
and the United States to the 
“unneutral, unjust and inhuman 
actions’ of the indian troops.

3. In Tokyo, Gen, Mark Clark, 
the U.N. Far East Commander, 
flatly turned down a request by 
the Neutral Nations Repatriation 
Commission which would afford 
the Red teams more time to in- 
terview the balky captivés.

The five-nation Neutral Com- 
mission meanwhile revealed 
that unrepatriated Americans, 
British, Chinese and Korean 
prisoners will be subject to In- 
dian military law and purish- 
ment while held in the neutral 
camp.

Saturday. It apparently was an 
Indian move to prevent further 
tiots in the neutral zone camps. 

An Indian spokesman said he 
did not know whether the pris- 
oners would be told the Indians 
had the power to try them for 
crimes. 

Presumably any of nine anti- 
Communist prisoners the In- 
dians said had escaped from the 
camp will be tried under Indian 
code if recaptured.

NAVY PILOT FLIES 
753.4 M.P.H., SETS 
WORLD RECORD 


THERMAL, Calif., Oct. 3 (AP) 
—A Navy combat hero piloted 
the flying wing Douglas jet 
F-4D Skyray an average of 753.4 
miles an hour today to win back 
the world measured course 
speed record for the United 
States. 

Lt. Cmdr. James B. Verdin 
sent the new white Navy inter- 
ceptor through four passes over 
a three-kilometer (1.863-mile) 
distance as the temperature read 
98.5 degrees on the shore of 
Southern California’s Salton sea. 

His fastest pass was the sec- 
ond, when he sped 761.414 miles 
per hour. The first was 746.075, 
third 746.503 and fourth 759.499. 
He averaged each mile in less 
_than five seconds. The speed of 
sound when the flights were 
made was estimated at 792 miles 
per hour. 

The performance by Verdin 
and the 22,000-thrust horsepow- 
er F-4D gives the record to the 
Navy for the first time since 
1947 and surpasses the eight- 
day-old mark of 737.3 by Brit- 
ish Cmdr. Mike Lithgow set in 
Libya with a Vickers Superma- 
rine Swift.

Rich Farmlands Are 
Wastes, Thousands of 
Families Face Finan- 
cial Ruin.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 3~— 
Missouri is stricken with the 
most devastating drouth in its 
history—probably the worst dis- 
aster ever to hit the state. 

The continuing, searing dry 
spell, which has smashed all ree- 
ords for duration and severity, 
has burned countless rich Mis- 
souri farmlands into. sun- 
scorched wastes and threatens 
thousands of farm families with 
financial ruin. 

So far, the drouth has meant 
an economic loss in Missouri of 
more than $200,000,000. Agricul- 
tural experts say this is a ‘‘con- 
servative estimate,” 
that losses will be much greater 
unless the drouth is broken soon 
and effective farm relief is 
promptly provided. 

Livestock Areas Hard Hit. 

The disaster has struck most 
heavily at the dairy farmers and 
livestock producers and feeders 
in south central and southwest 
Missouri, but farmers generally 
throughout the state have felt, 
or will be affected by the serious 
shortage of summer and autumn 
rains,

Farm leaders and agricultural 
experts are divided on whether 
the federal or state government 
should assume the responsibilit¥, 
“Ithough a majority believe the 
national administration, with its 
greater resources and facilities 
and its present organization in 
the field, is the proper agency. 

Meanwhile hundreds of live- 
stock and dairy farmers have 
been forced to sell their herds 
because of the lack of water and 
fall pastures and their inability 
to pay the high cost of roughage 
to feed their cattle. Thousands 
of others are holding on as best 
they can, but each day sees an- 
other group of farmers liquidate 
their herds and cease operations. 

Many of these were forced to 
sell their beef and dairy cows at 
a sharp loss. Discouraged and 
broke, a majority have quit their 
farms and migrated to the larger 
cities and towns looking for in- 
dustrial employment. J. 
Burch, director of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri agriculture ex- 
tension service, said he thinks 
50 per cent of the farmers in 
some of the south Missouri 
drouth-stricken counties will 
abandon farming permanently. 

Other Serious Drouths. 

Missouri has suffered serious 
drouths in the past—in 1901; 
1930, 1934 and 1946—but none 
has been so destructive as the 
present dry speli. The cumula- 
tive rainfall in the state from 
April 1 to Sept. 30 has averaged 
only 12.5 inches, half of normal.

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Big American Transmitter Drives 
Russia Off Europe’s Best Airlane 


Moscow Shifts to Another Frequency When 
Munich Station Cuts Red Propaganda 
Beam From 1700 to 140 Miles. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (UP) 
-~American engineers have won 


an important duel with Radio 
Moscow for control of central 
Europe’s best radio channel, it 
was disclosed today. 


The new million-watt Munich 
tranmitter of the Voice of 
America has blasted Radio Mos- 
cow off the airlane and speaks 
now with unchallenged author- 
ity on the frequency of 173 kilo- 
cycles. 


Millions of persons all over 
Europe listen nightly, Voice of- 
ficials said, for 173 kilocycles is 
the most popular longwave 
radio band on the continent. 

Before it suddenly backed out 
of competition with the Voice’s 


new transmitter, ‘Radio Moscow 
used the frequency, beaming 
Red propaganda up to 1700 
miles distant on nights when 
atmospherics were good. 

That changed on Aug. 15 
when the Voice put the $5,000,- 


v00 Munich station into opera- 
tion on the same frequency. 


The American station cut the 
effective Moscow coverage to 
about 140 miles, Voice radio ex- 
perts said. For two weeks, they 
said, radio Moscow kept blaring 
out its message only, in effect, 
to have it pushed back into its 
own face. 

Then, without any warning, 
Radio Moscow shifted off the 
frequency. The tremendous new 


} Munich station took the choicest 
clear channel in central Euro- 
pean radio all to itself. 

The Munich station transmits 
7 hours 15 minutes daily in 11 
languages, concentrating on au- 
diences behind the Iron Curtain.

Appeals to President to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—Pres- 
ident Eisenhower was urged to- 
day to call a spdpial session of 
Cangress if necessary to provide 


emergency funds for the drouth- 
stficken farmers of Missouri and 
other states, 


The plea was made by Senator 


Stuart Symington (Dem.), Mis-} 


souri, in a letter rushed to the 
White House by special mes- 
senger. Symington’s ,colleague, 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jt, who has made a personal 
tour of the disaster areas, earlier 
appealed to the White House for 
army trucks and planes to trans- 
port badly-needed hay. 

Senator Symington pointed 
out in his letter that hay is avail- 
able in several states near Mis- 


souri, and that Missouri farmers | 


can buy the hay or pay the cast 
of shipping it—but cannot do 
beth. He has been seeking ac- 
tin by the Government to pay 
the shipping costs. 


Extent of Disaster. 


“For nearly a month,” wrote 
Symington, “I have been trying 
to get over to the Department 
of Agriculture the extent of the 
terrible disaster this drouth has 
visited upon the farmers of Mis- 
sonri. 

The relief plan I am sure has 
been well intentioned, but it 
could not have been laid down 
with recognition of the scope of 
this disaster, because no one 
have foreseen this continued 
lack of rain. ¥ 

"The cattle business in Mis- 
souri is just about gone,” he 
continued, “and the dairy busi- 
ness will follow unless rough- 
age promptly moves into the 
state in large quantities. The 
hay is available in several near- 
by states, and our farmers, with 
help in the state, can either buy 
the hay or pay the freight, but

rainfall for this year’s growing 
season averaged 3 tu 7 inches 
less than in the previous drouth 
years. 

The intensity of the present 
drouth has been magnified by 
its record duration. In previous 
ears the drouths had been 
roken by rains in late August 
or September which produced 
rich fall pastures for livestock. 
Under these circumstances, the 
farmer was faced only with the 
normal problem of winter feed- 
ing his herds. 

This year the drouth has con- 
tinued without relief into Oc- 
tober. It is now too late for 
rains to help the situation be- 
cause any growth that might 
follow a rain would be stunted 
or killed by the first killing 
frost, which may be expected 
within a few weeks. 

Necessity of Buying Hay. 


This means that the livestock 
men, who have been pressed to 
provide silage for their cattle 
this summer, face the necessity 
of buying hay for roughage this 
fall as well as during the win- 
ter months. This will double 
the usual cost. With the price 
of cattle down sharply from a 
year ago, the winter feeding 
costs are not justified and the 
farmer with little or no reserves 
is being forced to liquidate his 
herd on an unfavorable market. 
| All Missouri counties south of 
| the Missouri river, and 11 north 
of the river, have been desig- 
nated as drouth disaster areas. 
The State Drouth Committee 
has recommended, however, that 
all Missouri counties be declared 
disaster areas. 


The worst conditions prevail 
in southwest Missouri, where 
this year’s record dry weather 
came on the heeis of a serious 
drouth in this section last year. 
Here, it is reported, virtually 
all the pasture lands are burned 
up. The stubble of grass seen 
over the parched landside is not 
dormant, but killed off by the 
extended hot and dry weather. 
Many permanent pastures will 
have to be reseeded. 

More than half of the farmers 
in the area have to haul water 
for their livestock, as their wells 
and farm ponds dried up more 
than a month ago. Even the 
usually reliable Ozark spring-fed 
streams have dropped to a 
trickle or ceased flowing alto- 
gether. 

Water Storage Problem.

Symington also declared 
farm leaders in Missouri Rave 
said they believe the current 
philosophy of the Agriculture 
Department is against giving any 
aid in a disaster of this type. 

“If that is true,” he wrote the 
President, “I respectfully urge 
you to reverse.the results of 
that thinking, because the im- 
print of this disaster over Mis- 
souri and many other states will 
effect our economy for years to 
come.” 

After urging the calling of a 
special session, if mecessary, 
Symington pointed that that it 
was the sense of Congress to 
grant relief in drouth-disaster 
areas, when it appropriated 
some funds last July. It would 
seem logical, he said, to assume 
that Congress would now want 
to give further aid because, to 
the surprise and dismay of 
everyone, the scope of the dis- 
aster has been tremendously 
increased due to continued lack 
of rain. 

Symington, who headed vari- 
ous government agencies before 
becoming a Senator, said he has 
handled disaster situations for 
the Government many times in 
the past, and does not believe 


Corn crops planted for feed 
were stunted by the extreme 
dry and many farmers found it 
advisable to cut early and chop 
up the Stalk, leaves and ears for 
silage. Those who waited to 
make a crop are harvesting only 
three to five bushels an acre. 

Other livestock and dairy men 
without adequate stores of 
roughage have had to cut down 
trees and brush and use the 
leaves for feed. Supplies of 
grain feed are available, but cat- 
tle cannot survive on grain alone 


roughage such as hay. 

Alan R. Miller of Columbia, 
assistant federal-state agricul- 
tural statistician, reported pas- 
ture conditions in the state as a 
whole are 10 per cent of normal. 
He said pastures are producing 
little or no feed when the figure 
drops below 30 per cent. 

He also reported that the Mis- 
souri hay crop, another victim 
of the drouth, was 1,000,000 tons 
below last year’s production, and 
about 1,500,000 less than aver- 
age. Some hay is being shipped 
in at high cost, but it is esti- 
mated that Missouri farmers still 
need a minimum of 1,000,000 
tons. 

Freight Rate Costs. 

There is a surplus of hay in 
the northern plain states, where 
top grade alfalfa may be pur- 
chased at $20 a ton and good 
prairie or wild hay at about $12 
a ton. But freight charge for 
shipping this urgently-needéd 
roughage to Missouri farms in- 
creases the cost to $35 to $40 
a ton, a price too high for most 
cattlemen to pay.

He has asked western rail- 
roads, which would originate the 
hay shipments from South Da- 
kota, Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
to cut their freight rates in half, 
and he has urged the Govern- 
ment to pay the other half of the 
freight charge.

Hay Procurement Program. 

The state has set up a hay pro- 
curement program, and has sent 
representatives north to line up 
supplies and route shipments. 
Under this program at present, 
the farmers must pay for the 
cost of the hay plus the freight 
charges. So far only 1200 tons 
have been ordered through 
county farm agents. Farm lead- 
ers point out this is “only a drop 
in the bucket’’ compared to the 
state’s needs.

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Supreme Court Seen Moving Toward ‘Middle of Road’ | 


Californian Is Slated to Pre- 
side Over Discussions of 
Some Important Issues 
on Current Court Docket.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3. 
Bc appointing Gov. Earl Warren of 


California to the Chief Justiceship 

of the United States, President 

Eisenhower ‘made a long step toward 

re-directing the Supreme Court toward 

the ‘‘middle road’’ which he has de- 

scribed as the essence of his own po- 
litical philosophy. 

Warren has declined to classify himself 
as a liberal, liberal-conservative or a radi- 
cal and has preferred to quote Abraham 
Lincoln’s remark, “I am a slow walker 
but I never walk backward.” 

Once asked whether he was “left of 
center,” the 62-year-old Californian re- 
plied: 

“If by ‘center’ is meant ‘middle of the 
road,’ where a person can make some 
progress each day by facing the problems 
of that day, with faith that every American 
problem can be solved for the benefit of 
our people—all of them without distinction 
—according to American principles and 
procedures, I would like to be so classified.”

Court opinions. He has made a high and 


impressive record as a prosecutor and as a | 


Governor. In recent years he appeared 


to have many of the qualifications for the | 


presidency. Only time will prove, how- 
ever, whether he will become, as Eisen- 
hower predicted, a great Chief Justice of 
the United States. 

In selecting Warren to be the fourteenth 
Chief Justice, Eisenhower went back to 
the last century practice of disregarding 
Jack of experience on the bench. Since 
1910, when President William Howard Taft 
named Democratic Edward D. White of 
Louisiana to the highest judicial honor 
every Chief Justice had served asa Federal 
Circuit Judge or Associate Justice. Taft, 
who was appointed Chief Justice by Har- 
ding, had served on a Superior Court of 
Ohio at 30 years old, as Solicitor General 
of the United States at 33 and on the 
Sixth Federal Circuit Court at 35. 

By choosing White an Associate Justice, 
Taft had gone back to the practice of 
President Washington, who named three 
Chief Justices, John Jay, John Rutledge 
and Oliver Ellsworth, all with experience 
on their state courts. 


President Adams set the precedent 
Eisenhower followed when he appointed 
John Marshall, then 45 years old, despite 
the Virginian’s lack of judicial experi- 
ence. Those who succeeded the great 
Marshall in the middle chair were Roger 
Taney, Salmon P. Chase, Morrison R. 
Waite and Melville W. Fuller, all without 
previous training on the bench. 

Marshall left undying marks on the 
court and the Government of the United 
States. 
sighted ambitions for judicial powers and 
his legal shrewdness made up for the 


‘absence of judicial temperament. 


Warren’s 11 years as Governor, four 
years as State Attorney General and 13 
years as a local prosecutor have given him 
some of the qualities needed in a Chief 
Justice. He has demonstrated efficient 
administratorship in one of the largest 
and most diversified states. He has 
worked harmoniously with his Legislatures 
and has co-operated with the Federal 
Government. He has had a lifelong 
interest in improving judicial procedures. 

The experience gained in the state 
government will stand him in good stead 
when he presides over the public sessions 
of the Court and over the closed Saturday 
conferences at which he and the eight 
Associate Justices will re-argue the cases 
and vote their individual opinions. This 
experience will help him in the Judicial 
Conference of the United States which 
supervises the work of all the federal 
courts. It has prepared him for the public 
appearances a Chief Justice must make. 

His lack of experience on the bench 
is most likely to be felt in making his 
own decisions and in minimizing public 
disagreements among the strong and 
keen-minded Associate Justices. 

He apparently recognized this when he 
said this week at the time of the announce- 
ment of his appointment: 

“J will apply myself to the task with 
the very best that is in me and will 
compensate for any limitations with 
industry and faithfulness to the cause 
of constitutional government in America,” 

The late Charles Evans Hughes told 
friends that it had taken him three years 
to get his bearings as a Chief Justice. 
Hughes had served as an Associate Justice 
and before his appointment had been one 
of the most distinguished and able advo- 
cates before the Court. Associate Justices, 
who have lacked previous judicial training, 
have said that it took them two years to 
orient themselves to the unique circum- 
stances of the court. Justice Hugo Black, 
who had served 18 months on a police 
court before he had a more notable career 
in the Senate, restudied the legal text- 
books for years with the help of scholarly 
friends. Several Associate Justices were 
not so assiduous and it was a common 
joke among cynical lawyers that the qual- 


ity of their written opinions varied with 


the abilities of ae, aie’ clerks.

intellectual powers on the other members 
of the court. 


By far the most important issue on 
the current docket is the re-hearing of 
arguments on whether Negroes shall 
continue to be barred from the public 
schools, mostly in southern and border 
states. In their social implications the 
school segregation cases are the most 
important to come before the court in 
more than a century. 

Re-argument of these cases indicated 
that the court over which the late Chief 
Justice Vinson presided last term was 
hopelessly divided over the issue. There- 
fore, Warren’s position may determine 
the majority decision of the court. 

Another important case scheduled for 
this term is Alabama's claim that Congress 
erred in giving away the federal govern- 
ment’s paramount rights to the oil and 
gas deposits in the submerged lands off 
the coasts of California, Texas, Louisiana 
and Florida. As Governor of California, 
Warren was an active advocate for the 
quitclaim legislation and there is a ques- 
tion whether he will disqualify himself 
from participating in the case as a judge. 

Other important issues already listed 
for argument are: 

Were the Korean hostilities a “war?” 
A Pennsylvania life insurance company 
claims that they were and that it is not 
liable for payment of claims because of 


the “war risk” clauses in its policies.

that it was a “sport.” Several major league 
players claim that it is a “business” and 
that they have been damaged by restric- 
tive contracts. 

Do state courts have power to inter- 
pret and enforce the Taft-Hartley law? 
The Alabama Supreme Court has held 
that state courts can issue an injunction 
against “unfair labor practices” without 
waiting for the National Labor Relations 
Board to ask for such an order. The 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court has ruled 
otherwise. Both cases involved picketing 
by a local union to “coerce” non-union 
members to join it. 

Are state “fair trade” laws binding on 
sellers who have not agreed to prices 
fixed by suppliers? There are such laws 
in 45 states and a New Orleans retail chain 
says it cannot legally be prevented from 
cutting prices. 

Can the Phillips Petroleum Co. be classi- 
fied as a natural gas company and can 
its natural gas sales be regulated by the 
Federal Power Commission? The company 
claims that its natural gas business is in- 
cidegtal to its petroleum production and 
sale. 

There will, of course, be many other 
cases set down for hearing after the court 
announces within the next month what 
cases it has accepted on certiorari or ap- 
peal. Among them undoubtedly will be 
many civil rights cases on freedom of 
speech and assemblage, the protection of 
the Fifth Amendment and claims of racial 
and religious discriminations, as in recent 
years.

IF WARREN had served on a state or 
federal bench, or had been a Supreme 
Court attorney, some indications of his 
probable position on the Supreme Court 
would be available. The Senate has always 
been on the alert for such records of pre- 
vious actions. The nomination of Federal 
Circuit Judge John J. Parker of North 
Carolina to be an Associate Justice was 
rejected because of his decisions in Negro 
and labor cases, and considerable opposi- 
tion to the appointments of Hughes as 
Chief Justice developed because of his 
pleadings for big business firms before 
the highest court. 

Only slight indications of Warren’s 
“middle way” course can be deduced 
from his actions and utterances as Gov- 
ernor, Attorney General and local proge- 
cutor. A California correspondent de- 
scribed his statements on minority rights 


as having “often seemed more senti- 
mental than specific.” 

As to Warren’s probable position on the 
segregation cases now before the court, 
the correspondent wrote: 

“Since racial segregation in public 
schools is forbidden by California law, 
Warren has had little occasion to comment 
upon the specific issue he may meet in 
the Supreme Court. There has been only 
one important school segregation case in 
California in several years, that involving 
alleged discrimination against children of 
Mexican origin in a Southern California 
county. Warren made no comment on 
that case. 

“When the State Attorney General was 
asked recently by the United States Attor- 
ney General and the Attorney General of 
Virginia to supply materials relevant to 
California segregation law to help prepare 
both sides in the current Supreme Court 
cases, no Warren opinions were discovered 
in the Attorney General’s library. Most 
of the precedents for non-segregation of 
schools in California were established well 
before Warren became Attorney General. 

“His public utterances on education 
have touched on the matter of equal oppor- 
tunity. Speaking to the convention of 
the National Education Association‘in San 
Francisco in 1951, the Governor called 
for ‘adequate education for all our children 
without regard to whether they live in a 
rich or poor district. Education will never 
be sound until this principle of equaliza- 
tion is recognized and practiced, both in 
the states and nationally.’ 

“He reiterated this theme, shortly before 
the Wisconsin primary last year, but added 
a new note. He also thought, he said, 
that there was ‘too much federal inter- 
ference in the local (educational) scene,’ 
at least so far as the administration of 
federal education grants was concerned.” 

The correspondent further reported 
there was nothing in Warren’s record as 
Attorney General or as three-term Gover- 
nor to mark him as either a militant 
champion of social integration of minority 
groups or as a hardened opponent of such 
integration. 

“Warren's technique as a_ successful 
suitor of both Republican and Democratic 
affections,” he wrote, “nearly always has 
been to advocate what appears to be 
moderation between two extremes. The 
left-wing in -California politics regards 
him as hopelessly reactionary; the right- 
wing, just as vehemently, calls him a 
dangerous tinkerer with ‘creeping social- 
ism.’ His pronouncements on civil rights 
have the same mid-road approach as his 
other opinions. His actions, on the whole, 
have seemed to favor equal opportunities 
to all citizens regardless of race.”

IN ADDITION to his “middle road” 
philosophy, Warren's public advocacy of 
“states’ rights” and his denunciations of 
“federal centralization” undoubtedly at- 
tracted Eisenhower’s attention or more 
definitely, the attention of Attorney Gen- 


-eral Herbert Brownell Jr., who strongly 


recommended Warren to the President. 

His views in this field most probably 
will affect his votes in the Supreme Court 
conference chamber. Early last year, when 
he was candidate for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, he was asked by the 
United States News and World Report for 
his views on “the main difference” be- 
tween Republican and Democratic parties 
on domestic issues. 

Here is his answer: 

“That is a very, very broad question. I 
would say, without being limited to these 
things, that in the first place the philoso- 
phy of the Democratic party for the past 
20 years has been to have very little conr 
fidence in state and local government and 
to have the belief that all wisdom and all 
goodness center in Washington, and there- 
fore if there is to be any solution to the 
serious problems of the country, it must 
not only come through Washington but be 
administered from Washington even 
though it could more logically be admin- 
istered by the states.

government has a function in public power 
programs. 

“I believe,” he said, “that power should 
be developed privately wherever private 
industry has the resources, the ability 
and the desire to do so. There is a field, 
however, wherein power is developed. by 
the Federal Government, the state or local 
districts as an incident to water conser- 
vation, which is entirely a proper ane. 
When power is developed under those cir- 
cumstances, through tax monies, it is 
under reclamation law, the federal law 
should be followed, giving preference to 
any public agency that desires to purchase 
it, whether they be irrigation districts, 
water-conservation districts, or cities. 


“Because the people pay for the develop- 
ment of such power, they are entitled 
under the law and by right to first call 
on it. The law in my own state for the 
past 20 years has followed the reclamation 
law of 1903 in providing that public agen- 
cies are entitled to preference in the 
purchase of such power where it is 
developed by the state.” 
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McCARTHYISM, in some of its various 
forms, is likely to be reviewed by the 
Court and Warren's views will probably 
find acceptance by a majority of the 
present Justices. 

Asked how he stood on “the McCarthy 
question,” he replied: 

“If you refer to unsupported accusations 
made in blanket form, either against a 
group of persons or an individual, or 
against our Government, without an oppor- 
tunity for those involved to have a fair 
hearing on charges that are made against 
them, I believe that it is not in keeping 
with the American spirit of fair play. I 
have been a lawyer, an officer of the 
courts, for many, many years and have 
spent many years of my life in court.

“It is my belief that a man’s reputa- 
tion is just as valuable to him and 
perhaps more valuable to him than his 
property, and that he ought to have an 
opportunity to defend it with equal vigor 
under rules that are fair. To the extent 
that anyone indiscriminately charges 
individuals or groups of individuals with 
dishonesty or subversion, or whatever 
it might be that would destroy reputa- 
tion, that is, in my opinion, not in the 
American tradition and should not be 
encouraged.” 

Asked specifically whether congressional 
and his own state’s legislative investigating 
committees had proved helpful in getting 
Communists out of government, he an- 
swered: 

“I am in favor of the pMnciple but not 
of the tactics that have been used at times, 
and our own Legislature has shown its 
disapproval of some of the actions of its 
own committees. I think I can say the 
same thing aBout some of the sessions of 
the Un-American Affairs Committees of 
Congress in past years. While the principle 
of trying to rid the Government of Com- 
munists is highly commendable, I am sure 
that all Americans at some time or other 
have blushed at the practices that were 
indulged in.”

THE DILEMMA posed now is that the 
Administration must not only maintain 
but expand foreign along with domestic 
markets for farm products or commit 
itself to some form of curtailing produc- 
tion. The first alternative 
would require the con- 
version of high tariff 
Eastern Republicans to 
the acceptance of a pol- 
icy of low tariffs and 


the second would be the 
“regimentation of farm- 
ers” so vigorously de- 
nounced in Republican 
campaign oratory. 


Fifty million of Amer- 
ica’s acres are planted 
to crops destined for ex- 
port. Ten per cent or 
more of all income re- 
ceived by farmers in re- 
cent years has come from 
exports. 

But the picture is 
rapidly changing. For 
the fiscal year ended June 30 United 
States agricultural exports totaled $2,- 
815,407,000, down 31 per cent from the 
year before. 

The decline in farm exports com- 
pounds a farm problem already acute 
on the domestic front. Department of 
Agriculture experts, their eyes on a rosy 
future with a growing population and 
ever rising standard of living, still speak 
fervently of the need for more and more 
agricultural production in the years to 
come, but the harsh immediate fact is 
that right now farm products are running 
out of our ears, and production curbs 
in some form or other are inevitable.

The crops that are not being shipped 
abroad, or consumed at home, are filling 
warehouses and storage bins all over the 
country. The Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion has more than $3,500,000,000 tied up 
in farm price support programs, and 
reported that for the fiscal year ended 
June 30 its realized loss was more than 
$61,000,000. 

That $3.5 billion plus in holdings of 
the CCC represents corn not fed to hogs 
but stored in bins, cotton not fashioned 
into clothing, tobacco that has not gone 
up in smoke, and wheat not milled into 
flour. 

“It has been a matter of concern to the 
new Administration in the Department 
ever since it took office,” Benson said. 
“Our declining expert situation points up 


made available to the countries of the 
free world in the several economic aid 
programs. 

The five-year average of farm exports 
is $3.5 billion, 20 per cent higher than 
the figure for the last fiscal year. 

There are five major reasons for the 
decline. First is that farm production has 
been restored throughout the world in 
areas that were devastated during the war. 
No nation imports from abroad what it 
can grow at home. Weather conditions 
have been generally favorable, and in 
many instances our technical assistance 
program has enabled other countries to 
grow more food than they 
ever grew before. 

Another reason is the 
reduced buyingfor stock- 
pile purposes. Immedi- 
iately after the outbreak 
of hostilities in Korea 
those countries that could, 
stocked up on storable 
commodities, carrying 
large inventories against 
an all-out emergency. 
These fears have dimin- 
ished now, and inventor- 
ies are lower. 


The other three rea- 
sons have to do with 
money and are closely 
related. Appropriations 
for foreign economic aid 
have been cut sharply. 
Economic aid paid for but 
10.6 per cent of last year’s exports, against 
the five-year average of more than 25 per 
cent, and as much as 63 per cent in the 
1947-48 year. 


“The source of dollars to buy United 
States farm products is drying up,” said 
Harold E. Stassen, director of the Foreign 
Operations Administration, recently. 


Stassen’s organization has not yet de- 
veloped a program for usifg the $100,- 
000,000 to $250,000,000 provided in the 
McClellan amendment to this year’s ap- 
propriation for foreign aid. That sum is 
to be made available in the “soft” curreney 
areas of the world in exchange for local 
currencies and is to be used to buy Ameri- 
can food products.

For example, a 
thorough study of all factors affecting 
our foreign trade is being initiated by 
a recently appointed bi-partisan Foreign 
Economic Commission. (This is the com- 
mission headed by Clarence Randall, 
president of Inland Steel Corp.) 

“On the recommendations of this group 
and from other sources,” Benson continued, 
‘we hope to base a new foreign trade 
policy for agriculture that will smooth 
the pathway so that our commodities will 
move abroad in increased volume.” 

Benson has under way a reorganization 
of his department to create a new super 
marketing division, combining the present 
Production and Marketing Administration 
with the Foreign Agricultural Service. 
This is to be headed by Assistant Secretary 
John H. Davis, who became head of the 
Foreign Agricultural Service this week 
after serving as chief of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. 

The CCC is the agency through which 
‘farm price supports are provided. The 
new marketing bureau emphasizes Ben- 
son’s view that the solution of farm 
problems lies with expanding markets 
rather than curbing production and 
artificially propping prices.

This last inescapable fact has led to 
revival of interest in some sort of two- 
price system for American farm products. 
This, in itself is another reminder of the 
1920s when there were recurrent proposals 
that the portion of crops produced in sur- 
plus which would be consumed at home 
be supported at a high level, and that 
the portion which exceeds domestic re- 
quirements not be supported but be free 
to find the world market price. 

There is reason to believe that Benson 
is giving very serious consideration to 
proposing the two-price system for at least 
one major crop—wheat. Under such a 
system the Secretary of Agriculture would 
estimate at the start of each crop year 
what amount. of wheat would be required 
for domestic consumption, and that total 
would be allocated among the individual 
wheat farmers. They would receive certifi- 
cates for so many bushels of wheat, and 
these could be cashed at a bank for a 
stipulated price determined by the differ- 
ence between the unsupported price of 
wheat and whatever was fixed as the sup- 
port level. Then millers, whenever they 
bought wheat for domestic consumption, 
would be required to buy an equivalent 
amount of these certificates from the 
banks. Other variations of the mechanism 
are possible. 


With exports declining, farm prices 
are dropping, though not as rapidly. At 
mid-August they were down 13 per cent 
from the level of a year before. Prices 
paid by farmers, however, are at a new 
peak, creating a squeeze that has made 
farmers restless and discontented, 

Oscar Zaglits, chief of the foreign agri- 
cultural trade and policies division of the 
Foreign Agricultural Service, says a twoe 
fold attack is necessary to expand foreign 
markets for our agricultural products. 

“On the one hand,” he says, “we must 
increase the opportunities of friendly 
countries to earn the dollars that they 
reed to pay for the goods and. services 
they want to buy from us. 

“On the other hand, we must redouble 
our efforts to secure early relaxation and 
ultimate elimination of restrictive and dis- 
criminatory foreign controls against United 
States products. 

“In addition, our domestic price support 
policies need to be modified so as to make 
the prices of United States 
competitive.”

“enough to say what are luxuries and 
what are not luxuries strike me as 
less than fair. 

._ Even had I said, as you believed, 
“that no one can say what is a 
luxury and what is a necessity, I 
‘believe my meaning was clear. 


I was simply saying what should 
‘be obvious—that it is impossible to 
define luxuries for tax purposes in 
such a way as to avoid weird and 
harmful results. 

Witness the tax on electric light 
bulbs, the taxes on matches, gaso- 
line, refrigerators and other house- 
hold appliances, on repair parts for 
automobiles and automobiles them- 
selves. 

Are these things luxuries? A 
light bulb may have been a luxury 
at one time, but it is still taxed at 


20 cent. 

Who is to say that an air-condi- 
tioner, admittedly a luxury in most 
parts of the country today, may not, 
in a land such as ours, become as 
much a necessity as a refrigerator 
at some time in the future? 

My point, which appeared to be 
clearly understood by my audience, 
was that our present system of ex- 
cise taxes cannot be justified on the 
ground fhat they are levied on lux- 
uries and that, further, any attempt 
to tax luxuries, however they are 
defined. will necessarily be inequi- 
table. discriminatory and harmful 
to one or another segment of our 
economy. 

.» That is why the National Associa- 
stion of Manufacturers is urging that 
the present excise taxes be replaced 
by a flat-rate tax on all manufac- 
tured goods except foods and food 
products.

The White House Invites Trouble 


President Eisenhower, taking notice of Na- 
tional Newspaper Week, has sent “warm greet- 
ings to the reporters, editors and publishers of 
our nation’s newspapers.” He goes on to say 
he knows 

that they are custodians of a majestic 

trust, a solemn responsibility: to help arm 

our people with the knowledge and under- 
standing without which free choice, free 
government, free men could not be. 

This is an excellent statement, the more im- 
pressive because it comes from the White House. 
It should bring home to the newspapers of the 
country the need for them to do their work 
more thoroughly and more courageously. And 
so we thank the President for it. 


While Mr. Eisenhower is thinking about the 
responsibility of the newspapers for the char- 
acter of our Government, we hope he will give 
some thought to the responsibility of the White 
House in its relations with the newspapers. As 
demonstrated at his press conference last 
Wednesday—the first since July 22 and only 
his fourteenth in nine months—there is some 
straightening out to do. 

° . * 

The President began his serious remarks by 
saying: “I could start off, I think, by confirm- 
ing something that is certainly by no means 
news any more, and that is I intend to designate 
Gov. Earl Warren as Chief Justice of the 
United States.” 


With all due allowance for Mr. Fisenhower's 
inexperience in such matters, this was no way 
for the President to announce his selection for 
the highest judicial office in the country—an 
office filled only 13 times before in more than 
160 years, If it was not news, why was it not 
news? 

Only because Attorney General Brownell 
called in four newspaper friends and leaked 
the news of the choice to them—without telling 
either President Eisenhower or White House 
Press Secretary Hagerty that he was doing so.

The next question is obvious: Why did Mr. 
Brownell leak the Warren news? Surely he. 
would not have risked alienating scores of other 
correspondents in order to favor four reporter 
friends. Why could the Attorney General not 
wait for the President to announce the most 
important presidential appointment thus far 
and perhaps in his whole term? Was Mr. 
Brownell taking over the White House reins? 
If so, -why? 

We imply nothing because as of now there 
is no way to know why the Attorney General 
was so eager to establish the idea that an ap- 


pointment had been made. To know that some- 
thing was out of joint it is enough to know that 
the President and the White House secretary 
responsible for press relations both say they 
were wholly in the dark. 

Mr. Eisenhower only made a bad situation 
worse when, in answer to Raymond P. Brandt's 
questioning at the press conference, he testily 
said in effect that if his “trusted subordinates” 
decided to “leak news” for “proper purposes” 
it was all right with him. Does he mean to 
say that it makes no difference to him whether 
he is consulted and informed? 

° > . 

As the President himself should know only 
too well, this was not the first instance of a 
leak that showed he must not have known what 
was going on around the White House in some 
important matters, Last Aug. 3. The Wall Street 
Journal devoted more than half a page to print- 
ing the text of a prepared White House message 
to Congress recommending 19 changes in the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

Albert Clark, staff reporter of The Wall Street 
Journal, in an accompanying copyrighted article, 
said the message, “still supposed to be in the 
‘highly secret’ category,” contained “Mr. Eisen- 
hower's own description of what he thinks is 
wrong with the law and how he would like to 
remedy it.” 

We are not concerned here with whether the 
President “ran out” on former Labor Secretary 
Durkin. The question here is why somebody in 
the Eisenhower Administration, without telling 
the President, should slip a highly important 
but undelivered White House message to the 
financial community before the President him- 
self could send it to Congress? 

. . * 

The effect of that leak is now political his- 
tory. Opponents of Taft-Hartley revision moved 
in immediately. The message was held up. 
Secretary Durkin resigned. Now it is one offi- 
cial’s word against the other's, with the Presi- 
dent heatedly inviting anyone among the Wash- 
ington correspondents who thinks Mr. Eisen- 
hower ever broke his word to take “the floor 
and make his speech.” 

The President is fully entitled to work out 
his own methods in dealing with the press. He 
does not need to follow the Truman or Roose- 
velt plan any more than those of Hoover or 
Coolidge. But he had better know what is go- 
ing on in the next room at the White House 
or he will find himself increasingly in trouble. 

And with a split party and an election-year 
Congress soon on his hands, one thing Mr. 
Eisenhower can do without is borrowed trouble.

Power Hearing in a Fog 

The postponement in, the Hell's Canyon 
hearings which is being sought on procedural 
grounds should have been granted already on 
grounds of common fairness. But while an 
effort will no doubt be made to disparage the 
procedural objection as a technicality, is it so 
much a technicality or does it concern a funda- 
mental error? 

The cause for objection is that the Idaho 
Power Co. has not fully disclosed its plans in 
its application as required by the published 
rules of the Federal Power Commission. The 
FPC examiner whp is conducting the hearings, 
William J. Costello, admits that the rules are 
being violated. He condones it on tke ground 
that the rules have frequently been violated 
in recent years and that the FPC is planning 
to change them anyway. 

The National Hell’s Canyon Association, 
which is spearheading the fight for public 
development of the power site on the Snake 
river, does not see it that way. It says that 
the vagueness of the power company’s plans as 
set forth in the application presents it with “a 
moving and always ill-defined target.’ This is like 
“chasing after flying saucers,’’. the association 
says. “The issue can be drawn clearly, honestly 
and understandably, but only if the procedural 
fog which overhangs the hearing is dispelled.” 

Senator Magnuson of Washington takes this 
view so seriously that he has introduced a reso- 
lution in the Senate for investigation of FPC's 
conduct in violating its own rules in the Hell's 
Canyon hearings. The commission itself, which 
has not yet acted on an appeal from the ex- 
aminer's ruling, will thus be inviting a Senate 
investigation if it, too, should approve the viola- 
tion of the published rules. 

Whatever the FPC decides, it should make 


its decision promptly, so that the public-power 
side of the hearings will not be penalized by 
uncertainty on this point as the hearings con- 
tinue.

India Through a Friendly Window 

Some mighty good work is being done these 
days in the magazines. The Reporter has had ex- 
cellent numbers on such issues as the China 
lobby and the effect of witch-hunting and book- 
burning pverseas. When the Senate subcommit- 
tee’s report on Senator McCarthy's strange 
financial operations went quickly out of print, 
The New Republic promptly published a large 
part of the report for widespread distribution. 
The Nation put together a valuable issue on the 
history, background and uses of the Fifth 
Amendment, which protects individuals from 
self-incriminating testimony. Now comes The 
Atlantic Monthly with a 64-page supplement on 
India in its October issue. 


What is happening in India {s difficult even 
for a writer in India to understand, as Harvey 
Breit explains in his editorial introduction to 
the special section. Among the many complica- 
tions is “the absence of cOmmunication among 
Indian writers themselves.’’ One writer in India 
will use his native language of Urdu, another 
Marathi, another Tamil and another Bengali. No 
one is likely to know what the other is thinking 
and saying. Poverty is a further complication. 
Magazines are few; in large part because there 
are not enough Indians who can buy and read 
magazines. 

Yet India contains more than 350,000.000 peo- 
ple and Pakistan has 75,000,000 more. Through 
this sheer weight of numbers the Indian penin- 
sula is going to have something to say about 
the course of the world. In this great mass of 
population are people who are hungry for inter- 
change among themselves and with the outside 
world. Thanks to the Ford Foundation, Inter- 
cultural Publications, Inc., has been established 
to facilitate the development of a sense of intel- 
lectual community, and it is with that worthy 
enterprise that the current issue of The Atlantic 
is associated. In its “perspective on India’ ap- 
pear articles, poems, stories, reproductions of 
Indian paintings and other evidences of Indian 
cultural life. Three of the poems are reprinted 
on this page. 

Few things are more urgent in current world 
affairs than that India be saved from falling to 
the Communists. To that end The Atlantic makes 
a most constructive contribution by showing that 
India, if greatly depressed, is also a land of in- 
tellectual and cultural attainment and must be 
so recognized by Americans who have any ex- 
pectation of working with its yearning peoples. 
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Help Wanted 

It is indeed distressing that the United States 
Information Agency is experiencing so much 
difficulty in filling top jobs.

Barely more than two weeks ago, a group of 
topflight technicians discharged from the United 
States Information Agenc¥ were reduced to ad- 
vertising in The Washington Post for jobs. A 
budget cut had thrown them out. Would none of 
them have been capable of filling any of the 
positions for which there are no takers now? Is 
it possible that the three persons who have 
turned down offers of the post of Deputy Di- 
rector decided as they did because they regard 
the career service in Washington at present as 
insecure? 

Letting go an employe may be economy. Then 
again it may not be, But going without a capable 
person to perform services that are important 
to the effective functioning of government is 
not economy, and there can be no question 
about that,

Hagerty—‘‘Not so hot.’’—‘‘King Lear,” 
Act 5, Scene 3. 


Once he does a little home work on 
his acts and scenes, of course, Mr. Hag- 


erty should do much better than this. 
One difficulty, however, arises: the 
Republicans don't have a copyright on 
Shakespeare; the Democratic egg-heads 
might interpret Mr. Hagerty’s opening 
gun as a challenge; and Adlai Steven- 
son himself knows almost as many good 
quotes as Burton Stevenson, the “Home 
Book of Quotations’ man.

cuss Germany, the whole note is 
clearly designed to lead up to 
that conclusion. It is indeed im- 
plicit in the paragraph propos- 
ing “a conference of Foreign 
Ministers,” and then defining 
its task by talking of two con- 
ferences with different composi- 
tions. 

The most immediate effect 
of this proposal is to achieve 
delay without appearing to 
reject negotiation at the pres- 
ent time. As the French gov- 
ernment has so far shown 
great reluctance to ratify the 
European defense and related 
treaties before a four-power 
conference has been tried, de- 
laying the conference without 
rejecting it offers a chance 
of postponing ratification. 

Another effect is that the note 
imposes on the Western powers, 
and more particularly on the 
United States, responsibility for 
accepting or rejecting a five- 
power conference which includes 
Communist China.

The Soviet Union, though won- 
derfully industrialized, is still 
an agrarian country. It imports 
very little food and depends for 
bread and meat, as well as for 
cotton, wool, flax and other in- 
dustrial raw materials on the 
efforts of its own peasants and 
the fruitfulness of its own land. 


Supreme Arbiters. 

This means that the supreme 
arbiters of Soviet prosperity are 
nat the politicians and the diplo- 
mats, or even the industrialists. 
The supreme arbiters are the 
peasants on the collective farms, 
tens of millions, interested above 
all in their own private plots, 
who live in the still primitive 
villages scattered over the face 
of a vast and featufeless land, 
ereu and women whose grand- 
fathers or great- grandfathers 
were serfs, and who are still 
imbued with the serf'’s passive 
skepticism toward authority. 

These are the péople.to whom 
Prime Minister Georgi Malenkov 
is now addressing himself in 
something like desperation. 
When Nikita S. Khruschev, who 
as secretary of the party is not 
much more than a glorified yes- 
man to Malenkov, made his 
marathon speech admitting the 
backwardness of Soviet agricul- 
ture a few weeks ago, everything 
he said was designed to win over 
the co-operation of the peasants. 

He said, in effect, that the

Intellectual Family. 


This almost regal bearing 
is no pose. Not only are the 
Nehrus a Kashmiri Brahmin 
family that has lived an actively 
aristocratic life for centuries. 
More important still as a forma- 
tive influence on the President 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly (and perhaps also on 
the Prime Minister of India) was 
the character of their father, 
Motilal Nehru. This quite un- 
usual man was a highly success- 
ful and wealthy lawyer in Alla- 
habad when his first daughter 
was born on August 18, 1900. 
He was of a generation of In- 
dian intellectuals that were 
brought up to admire the British 
and had adopted Western ways. 
He sent Jewarharlal to Harrow 
and Cambridge, and his two 
daughters were entirely edu- 
cated by an English governess, 
Miss Hooper. 

Motilal Nehru had little. use 
for Hindu religious and social 
customs, but he intervened deci- 
sively when his daughter in her 
‘teens wished to marry a Mus- 
lim. After a few years, she was 
married to a Hindu scholar and 
laywer, Ranjit Pandit. 

Amritsar Massacre. 

Motilal Nehru had little inter- 
est in the kind of nationalism, 
based on the Hindu religion, that 
was rising in India early in this 
century. Throughout the first 
World War he co-operated with 
the British Raj, merely claiming 
an increased share in govern- 
ment for educated Indians. 
Then, in 1919, the whole course 
of the Nehru family’s life was

Significantly, when 
this was over she went to Eng- 
land to study public health meth- 
ods, for in all her long struggle 
with the British she regarded 
them less as enemies than as 
political opponents or rivals who 
must be made to yield. 

The struggle was resumed in 
all its bitterness when, on the 
outbreak of war in 1939, the 
Congress party ministries .re- 
signed because the Viceroy had 
declared that India was at war 
without consulting the Indian 
political parties. In 1944 Mrs. 
Pandit went to America and 
toured the country denouncing 
the wrongdoings of the British 
Empire to appreciative audi- 
ences. 

This whole picture was changed 
in 1946 when it became clear 
that Britain intended to give 
India genuine independence. 
Mrs. Pandit was appointed lead- 
er of the first India delegation 
to. the ited Nations. It is 
greatly to her credit that she 
has always shown that she bears 
the British no malice for her 
years in prison, but has con- 
tinued her opposition to racial

NCE upon a time in cer- 
Qx parts of the United 

States, men who fell seri- 
ously afoul of the law were 
sent to prison where at their 
work, to prevent escape or in

HE book at hand is pri- 

marily a source volume. 

It starts with a chronol- 
ogy whose first date is 1541, 
the discovery. of the Missis- 
sippi river by Hernando De 
Soto, followed by 1673, the 
exploration’ of the Father of 
Waters by Marquette and 
Joliet, and comes down ¢o0 
modern times with such civic 
events as the passage of the 
1923 bond issue, the trans- 
Atlantic flight of Lindbergh 
in the Spirit of St. Louis in 
1927, and the smoke elimina- 
tion campaign in 1940.

HIS is a scholarly work, 
Trecommencea especially to 

the student of dramatic 
literature. It is a survey and 
critical evaluation of what the 
late Prof. Lamm of Stockholm 
considered “the important and 
significant dramatic writings 
in Europe and America of the 
last hundred years.” 

One may wonder at the 
omission of such a major 
figure as Sean O’Casey; but 
here are some _ masterful 
analyses of individual play- 
wrights and théir plays, from 
Hebbel and Scribe to Lorca 
and Eugene O’Neill. The chap- 
ter on Shaw seemed, to this 
reviewer, especially 
nating.

The influential friend was a 
young lieutenant, Frank P. 
Lahm, whom the brothers had 
met as a balloonist in France. 
Lahm was one of three Army 
officers who called at the White 
House and persuaded President 
Theodore Roosevelt to make 
$25,000 available for an air- 
plane. 


Wrights Build Plane. 


The Wrights won the contract, 
built the plane—and Lahm rode 
with Orville in the qualifying 
flight in July 1909. Later Lahm 
became the first military stud- 
ent of the Wright brothers, and 
the first Army pilot to take a 
plane off the ground. 

Lahm, who retired as a briga- 
dier general and now lives in 
Hollywood, Calif., says no one 
dreamed, in those days, of the 
strides aviation was to make. 

Back in July 1909, Louis 
Bleriot startled and delighted 
the world by flying across. the 
English channel, 25 miles from 
Calais to Dover. The implica- 
tions of this first flight between 
nations fired the imagination. 
Only a month later 38 airplanes 
took part in the first interna- 


tional air meet, near Rheims, 
France. 
In 1910 the Alps were 


spanned by air, a Frenchman 
made the first take-off, from 
water in a float-equipped plane, 
a Canadian sent the first radio 
message from an airplane to a 
ground station, and the first air 
express shipment—70 pounds of 
silk—was flown 58 miles in the 
United States. Cost: $71.42 a 
pound, . 

Calbraith P. Rodgers made 
the first air crossing of the 
United States, from New York 
to Pasadena, during 49 days in 
1911. A crossing the other way, 
from San Francisco to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., was completed Jan. 
10, 1912, by Robert C, Fowler 
after 151 days. 

The Navy began to open its 
eyes to the possibilities when 
Eugene Ely, an exhibition flier 
for Glenn Curtiss, made the 
first take-off from the deck of 
a ship—the cruiser Birmingham, 
off Norfolk, Va.—Nov. 14, 1910. 

It was a great deal different 
from seven years before—when 
Samuel Langley’s plane dropped 
ignominously in the drink in a 
take-off try from a houseboat 
on the Potomac. 

Almost every flight in this 
era set a record or broke a pre- 
cedent. Frank Coffyn took the 
first automatic aerial motion 
pictures over. New York har- 
bor, and Bert Berry made the 
first public parachute jump at 
St. Louis, Mo., in 1912. 

At the outbreak of World War 
I in 1914, the French Army had 
1500 airplanes and was able to 
requisition 500 more that were 
privately owned. Germany had 
40 air ships and 1000 military 
planes, Great Britain only about 
150

It took World War II to drive 
home the Mitchell gospel.

The years between the two 
big wars marked off aviation’s 
quick advances.

Brown made the first nonstop 
trans-Atlantic flight.

Autumn Horse Show 
In Belleview Valley 


By Leonard Hall 


ELLEVIEW VALLEY has a zest for good living that 

neither dust, drouth, dry ponds nor disastrous prices 

for farm products can quite quell. This was proved 
last Sunday afternoon when the neighborhood gathered for 
our autumn horse ‘show. 
f We'd passed the word 

. ' around rather casually and 
weren't too sure just how 
many riders would turn up 
with their mounts or how 
many spectators would be 
on hand. But the after- 
noon showed clearly that, 
at least in our part of the 


Ozarks, there is still a 
lively interest in good 
horses. 


Some weeks earlier, 
after many rides over the 
farm, we had picked what 
seemed the best place to 
hold the big event. This 
was a level field down in 
the creek bottom on the 
west side of the stream, 
where the tall trees and 
high bluff on the opposite bank assured a good amount of 
Shade as the sun started dropping toward the horizon. Then 
on the Saturday afternoon before the show, a dozen neigh- 
bors gathered to help lay out the riding ring and do any 
Other chores that were necessary. Matt and I had mixed 
& barrel of whitewash which was sprayed on the ground in 
@ band about a foot wide to mark the inner circle of the 
ring; and by using the centrifugal pump and tractor sprayer, 
we made quick work of this task. Frank and Mildred 
Phillips had brought their stakes for the “weaving wand” 
events and the wooden nail kegs which are used for 
“musical chairs.” Jay McColl had run our programs on 
the mimeagraph at his Ironton office and Virginia Wilkins 
had printed the trophy ribbons. By 5 o'clock everything 
was ready, the cattle shut out of the field and we were 
enjoying coffee and doughnuts around a guarded fire.

Though everyone agreed it would be a blessing 

te have the shew rained out or carry it off in the 

rain, next morning dawned as clear and sunny as 

have all the other mornings for many months past.

@ BEFORE i2 O'CLOCK, the first car drove in with a 
horse-traller behind it, wanting to know where to unload. 
We explained it was still early, but they said they'd drive 
on down to the creek and tie up in the shade. From then 
on, they came by truck and trailer in a steady stream. So 
we hurried through an early lunch and saddled up again 
and Matt and I rode down to make sure no one became 
too impatient. Already there were many cars parked in 
the shade around the edges of the field. Horses were be- 
ing saddled or put through their paces, so that the scene 
was one of color and activity. 

At 2 o'clock, when Houston McColl went into the ring 
to call all riders for the Grand Pagade, there were 40 
horses on hand. As we had anticipated, these fell into 
three general groups, and the afternoon's events were 
planned accordingly. First were the all-purpose working 
horses from the surrounding farms; horses used largely for 
such practical tasks as rounding up and handling the cattle.

Next came a group of about 15 quarter horses 
from neighboring Potosi. These are the fast, well- 
trained animals of the type used for cutting and 

roping cattle in the West and they can stop on a 

blanket and turn on a dime. And finally were the 

beautiful and spirited three- and five-gaited regis- 

tered saddle horses which had been ‘brought by 

their owners and riders from the surrounding towns.

@ THE REAL HEART of our farm horse shows is the fun 
of riding, rather than the competition of showing, and the 
events are planned for this purpose. Tay we have a 
pleasure class and three-gaited class for the working horses, 
matched pairs and classes for the youngsters. Many of 
these handy farm animals are also surprisingly good at 
such events as the weaving wands; so that our Daisy, par- 
ticipating in this class with the working horses with Matt 
riding, equalled the time of the best quarter horses which 
are trained to take this event in practically a dead run.

F we are to discover the 

mind of Hitler, we must go 

direct to Hitler’s personal 
utterances, to his private 
conversation, his table - talk. 
Table-talk, like notebooks, re- 
veals the mind of a man far 
more completely, more inti- 
mately, than any formal ut-

Hitler's life, during the 
war, was spent, in general, at 
his military headquarters. His 
East Prussian headquarters 
was at Rastenburg, and Hitler 
called it Wolfschanze, “Fort 
Wolf.”

HY not be a fall guy? 

Autumn is the best season 

to do the important chores 
around the home. For example, 
men who know grass best say 
that a day’s work on a lawn in 
the fall is worth two days in the 
spring. 

If you want to be good to 
yourself and your yard, these 
are the days for putting your 
lawn in order. The most bother- 
some thing should be done first 
—the w . 

Weeds become dormant be- 
fore grass. You can catch them 
napping. Use a chemical killer, 
then spade the bare spot, re- 
seed, and water. The growing 
grass will come in healthy be- 
fore weeds have.a chance to get 
started in the bare spot. 

Theugh sometimes it might 
not seem so, it’s a fact that 
weeds cannot grow if the grass 
is healthy. Only when grass 
dies are weeds able to take over. 
The secret of good grass is like 
the secret of our own good 
health. ef it vigorous and 

and it will resist the 
attacks of any enemy.

Good crops and good grass 
do take vital elements out of 
the soil. The fall is the time to 
put it back. Lawns thrive on 
cool weather and make excellent 
use of the extra plant food. 

Most people stop mowing too 
early in the fall. As a result 
they leave a tangled mat of grass 
that smothers the lawn in the 
winter. Ice storms raise extra 
havoc with this long grass. 

Judge by the amount of clip- 
pings that come out of the back 
of your lawn mower as you cut 
at normal 14-inch height. So 
long as there is a fair amount 
it’s wise to keep cutting. 

{ff your lawn is really in bad 
shape and you have been plan- 
ning to do something about it 
for a long time, there is no time 
like the present. 

The kind of grass — bent, 
clover, blue grass or fescue will 
depend on the sort of soil you 
have. A great deal of experi- 
ment is being carried on by the 
Department of Agriculture and. 
others to produce more vigorous 
grasses.

UT nobody has yet developed 

an automatic lawn. In select- 

ing seed, the advice of golf 
club groundkeepers is often 
about as reliable as old wives 
tales. They have a tendency to 
grow enthusiastic over grasses 
that meet the well manicured, 
well attended specifications of 
the fairway and putting green. 
These are not always the best 
in the more casual conditions of 
the home lawn. 

The right way Is to test your 
soil and sow' the seed to match 
your soil. Sow seed sparingly 
with a mechanical seeder which 
you can buy or rent from your 
local hardware store. Use about 
a pound of seed to 500 square 


feet so each plant has room to 
get sunshine and spread out its 


roots. Roll it once lightly and ~ 


start mowing when the grass 
gets about two inches high. It 
should grow luxuriantly next 
spring and stay green all sum- 
mer. ' 

The most wonderfully’ nostal- 
gic odor of autumn comes from 
smoke billowing out of a pile 
of burning leaves. It is also a 
most wasteful practice. Leaves 
on the lawn should be raked up 
as compost to do your yard—or 
garden—some good as humus in 
the spring. A big galvanized 
wire leaf rack that fits securely 
on your wheelbarrow will help 
you cart them easily. With one 
of the new mechanical lawn 
sweeps that works like an over- 
— carpet sweeper, it’s easier 
still. 


* . * 

ERHAPS the easiest of all is 
Pp: small attachment which fits 

on a rotary power lawn 
mower. This picks up the leaves, 
pulverizes and returns them to 
the lawn as fine compost at the 
same time it cuts the lawn. 

After all the.leaves have fal- 
len, you can check up on all 


the trellises and plant supports. - 


If they are broken or weak it’s 
better to repair them before 
winter’s winds and ice. If they 
need improving or enlarging, 
remember that spring tendrils 
start growing early. They are 
sure to be harmed if you let 
trellis repairing go that long. 

Prune the garden this month, 
clipping off dead flowers and 
stalks of perennials. The bushes 
and trees can go until Novem- 
ber and December. Leave the 
evergreens till last and you will 
have the prunings to decorate 
the house at Christmastime. 

Under modern nursery prac- 
tice most things can be trans- 
planted nearly any time of the 
year but for the home gardener 
the fall is the safest time to do 
it. Replan, rearrange your gar- 
den for easier housekeeping as 
you would your house. If you 
do right by your yard this fall 
you can afford to have spring 
fever in 1954. 

Now is also the time to take 
action te insure. that you will 
have a warm house this winter. 

Probably most of us have had 
winters when we “should-a stood 
in bed.” We sometimes think 
the bear sleeping in his cave is 
a smart fellow. 

When a wise bear turns in for 
a cold winter he usually does a 
pretty good job of keeping him- 
self warm. He picks a cave with 
a relatively small, well shielded 
opening, deep enough to have 
ground warmth, then balls him- 
self up in his own bearskin blan- 
ket and passes out for the season. 

At considerable cost we human 
beings can generate a good deal

of heat in our, homes, but in 
some ways our houses are not 
as efficient as the bear's heat- 
conserving cave. By comparison 
our walls are pretty thin. 


Fortunately, ‘the cheapest in- 
sulating material in the world is 
air. Of all the elements we get 
“for free,” air offers the great- 
est resistance to the flow of 
heat. Plain everyday air is six 
times as effective as wood, 29 
times better than brick, 39 
times better than ordinary con- 
crete. 


Early American settlers dis- 
covered that two thin walls with 
air space between was the equiv- 
alent of a much thicker single 
wall. Later we discovered that 
these two thin walls are even 
more effective if the air be- 
tween is not permitted to move. 


When you buy insulation, you 
are buying a wooly, fibrous, 
super-porous material that will 
hold air still between two walls. 
It may be of rock, glass, hair, 
slag, cotton or other materials. 
You put it as insulation into 
your walls to arrest air move- 
ment so that the heat you pay 
for will not leak outside. 

There is no one “cheapest” or 
“best’” insulation. It depends on 
the location, type and require- 
ments of your home. But if you 
really want to button up for

winter as well as be cooler next 
summer, insulation is a good 
buy. 

Unlike the bear in his cave, 
we human beings have cut plen- 
ty of holes in our walls to let in 
sunlight and view. These glass- 
covered openings or windows 
seem to be getting bigger and 
bigger. In some of the most 
“modern” houses, they take up 
near an entire wall. 

If your windows are of regu- 
lar glass, 20 or 30 per cent of 
your expensive heat pours out 
of them. A storm sash which 
adds another layer of glass and 
keeps the air between as insu- 
lation is about the easiest way 
to save fuel. 
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F winters are céld enough to 
| cause persistent cendensation 

on your windows, storm win- 
dows are called for. If you can’t 
afford a complete set of storm 
windows, buy them first for the 
openings facing north, against 
the prevailing winds. This will 
save you the most heat for the 
money. You can add the others 
later. 

Most windows are standard 
sizes and you can get standard 
storm sash to fit them at your 
neighborhood dealer. Even a 
bush-leaguer home mechanic 


should be able to hang them 
with no serious difficulty. 

New hang-it-yourself plastic 
storm windows at about a dollar 
each have recently been put on 
the market in some areas. 

. * * 


F you are building a house 
| you might consider double- 

plate window glass with a vac- 
uum between panes. The original 
cost is not low but it is sensible 
for the “picture windows.” Glass 
block, especially the new clear 
variety, makes easy-to-set in- 
sulated glass walls. 

While weather stripping is not 
as effective in saving heat as 
storm sash, it will plug leaks 
and reduce drafts. If your win- 
dows or doors rattle in autumn 
breezes, you can certainly use 
weather stripping not only to 
cut out the racket but to cut 
down on the heat loss. 


Wall board with reflective in- 
sulation makes excellent ma- 
terial for finishing off the at- 
tic. The foil backing keeps heat 
in during the winter and it keeps 
summer heat out. There are also 
new aluminum lined drapes 
which, when pulled together at 
night, reflects heat back into 
the room. 

Landscaping is an attractive 
and economical way to take 
some of the load off your heat- 
ing system. Trees that shed 
their leaves in the winter let 


‘the sun warm the roof and south 


walls. Evergreen alon 
wall serves as a win 
screen. 

Vine covered lattice fences 
properly placed will make shade 
and privacy in the summer and 
act as snow drift fences in the 
winter. 

According to conservative esti- 
mates by the United States De- 

artment of Agriculture, heat 
osses can be reduced by proper 
insulation, storm. windows, etc., 
as to save nearly a half of the 
total fuel bill. If the fuel man 
seems to call at your house al- 
most as often as the milkman, 
you might consider insulation 
this fall.

Any 'St. Louis Bears’ Stamps in Your Attic? 


old canceled postage stamps 
about the size of a man’s 
thumbnail will be auctioned off 
at Hote] De Soto. They probably 
will bring more than $300 each. 


As might be assumed, they 
‘are not ordinary stamps. Known 
to philatelists as “St. Louis 
Bears,” they were issued 108 
years ago by John M. Wimer, 
then postmaster of St. Louis, 
and were among the first post- 
age stamps used in this country. 


James E. Buford of the St. 
Louis Stamp Lounge will offer 
the “Bears” among hundreds of 
stamps in the auction to be held 
in conjunction with the tenth 
annual exhibition of the Mound 
City Stamp Club. The exhibition 
opens Friday and runs through 
Sunday. 

One of the Bears is a five- 
cent stamp that carries a cata- 
logue value ot $325; the other 
is a ten-center that catalogues 
at $350. Buford obtained them 
from a well known St. Louis 
collector. 


Now SATURDAY a couple of 
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LITTLE KNOWN outside the 
realm of philately, St. Louis 
Bear stamps are among the more 
interesting and highly prized 
collector’s items. Properly clas- 
sified as postmaster provisional 
stamps, they are known as Bears 
because those animals are dis- 
played on the face. The stamps 
contain a representation of the 
great seal of Missouri which has 
two bears supporting a heraldic 
shield. Their rarity accounts for 
their value.. While it is believed 
some 9000 of them were printed, 
fewer than 500 are known to be 
in existence today. 


For having such oig price 
tags, the St. Louis postmaster 
stamps are tiny bits.of paper. 
‘They measure only about three- 
fifths of an inch in width and 
about four-fifths of an inch in 
length — considerably smaller 
than the ordinary three-cent 
stamp in use today. They were 
printed in black on paper of 
varying color and texture. Is- 
sued in 1845 and 1846 in de- 
nominations of five, 10 and 20 
cents, they are used principally 
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by St. Louis wholesale mer- 

chants and bankers for corre- 

spondence with eastern firms. 
x « * 


FEW COPIES of the St. Louls 
stamps were known to collectors 
prior to 1869 when 153 of them 
were discovéred in New York. 
Twenty specimens came to light 
in a Washington bank in 1872, 
and 25 more were found in a 
New York business establish- 
ment in 1889. Biggest find came 
in 1895 in Louisville where 137 
were recovered in the court- 
house. The last major find oc- 
curred in Philadelphia in 1912 
when a waste paper dealer, 
cleaning out the basement of 
a bank, discovered 42 envelopes 
bearing 71 of the St. Louis 
stamps. — 

Edward Hemingway, the deal- 
er, bought the waste paper for 
$60, but only after extended lit-

igation did he gain undisputed 
ownership of the philatelic gold. 


He turned down tempting offers 
for the stamps and bequeathed 
them to the Masonic Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania.

POSTMASTER WIMER un- 
doubtedly got the idea of using 
adhesive stamps as tokens of 
prepaid postage from his New 
York contemporary, Postmaster 
Robert H. Morris, who issued the 
first postmaster stamps in July, 
1845. (Morris presumably bor- 
rowed the idea from Great Brit- 
ain where the world’s first 
postage stamp had been issued 
in 1840.) 

Wimer was the first of several 
postmasters to take up Morris’s 
innovation, which made his

Good Posture Essential 


to’ Beauty 


O matter how lovely your 

dress, if it hikes up in front 

and dips down in back much 
of its beauty is lost. But that’s 
not the worst of it—such an ap- 
pearance gives others the im- 
pression that you are careless 
as well as lacking in grooming. 

However, these are not the 
facts at all. The trouble comes 
not from dressmaking or fitting, 
but from your posture, and here 
is how to prove it: 


Get a piece of tape or string 

oo as long as you are tall and 

eight one end of it with some- 

thing heavy. Now stand before 

your full-length mirror and get 

a good view of your right side. 
on ae ae” eS 


HOLD THE UNWEIGHTED 
END of the tape to your right 
ear with your left hand. Let 
the weighted end plumb to the 
floor. Does the tape pass behind 
your shoulder joint, your hip 
joint and the center of your 
foot? If your skirts hang long 


in back, short in front and your 
dresses blouse out too much 
in back, I’m pretty sure that 
your answer will have to be 
“ves.” The trouble is that you 
have sway back. 

But you don’t have to have 
sway back. And surely you don’t 
want it. So let’s get rid of it. 


First of all, correct the distri- 
bution of your weight. You are 
pufting it entirely on your heels. 
This throws you off balance and 
like a tree blown by a high 
wind, you are actually swayed 
backwards. You can immedi- 
ately change this by shifting 
your weight to the balls of your 
feet, where it belongs. Just roll 
your weight forward from your 
heel to your arch, to the balls of 
your feet. Feel that motion? 
See the instant result? Good, 
isn’t it? 

Next, let’s do something 
straighten and strengthen your 


- back. Lie on the floor on your 


Raise one knee to your 
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chest. At the same time, fling 
your arms upward and backward 
above your head. Then alternate 
with the other knee. Perform 
this exercise faithfully fifteen 
times a day and you'll be sur- 
prised how quickly you improve. 
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HERE’S ANOTHER important 
aid. Back up to a wall. Slip 
your hand into that hollow at 
the small of your back. Take 
your hand away and flatten your 
back so the hollow disappears. 
At first, you will have to have 
your heels a bit way from the 
wall in order to do this. As your 
condition improves you can get 
your heels closer and closer to 
the wall. The object of this lit- 
tle gimmick is to impress on 
your body the position of your 
back at all times when you walk 
and stand. Try to hold it as 
long as you can. Several times 
each day, back up to a wall and 
run through tht test to see how 
well you are holding the eorrect 
back line, 


Bear stamps the second ever 
used in the United States. The 
St. Louis stamps, however, are 
rarer than New York’s, because 
fewer were printed, Postmasters 
ceased putting o their own 
stamps in 1847 after Congress 
authorized issuance of federal 
postage labels. 


The Bear stamps were en- 
graved and printed by J. M. 
Kershaw, the city’s leading en- 
graver of the pre-Civil War era. 
They were engraved on a small 
copper plate in two vertical 
rows with three _  five-cent 
stamps on the left and three 
10-centers on the right. Later 
the plate was altered by re- 
engraving the numerals on two 
five-cent stamps to make them 
20-cent denominations. Still 
later the plate’ was changed 
back to its original form. 

One 500-impression printing 
was made from the plate in each 
of its three forms, it is be- 
lieved. With six stamps per im- 
pression, 3000 were put out in 
each printing, but the scarcity 


of stamps from the final print- 


ing (they can be distinguished 
by slight alterations in the re- 
engraving) indicate only a few 
were used.

WHAT BECAME of the unused 
stamps and Kershaw’s plate is 
not known. Some believe they 
may have been destroyed after 
the Government’s first postage 
issue. Others think they may 
have been among Wimer’s pri- 
vate papers that were seized 
in 1862 when the ex-postmaster 
(his term had expired in 1849) 
was arrested as a suspected Con- 
federate. Still others speculate 
that they were lost with Wimer’s 
household effects in the sinking 
of a Mississippi steamboat dur- 
ing the. Civil War. Wimer, inci- 
dentally, escaped from prison 
in Alton, joined the Confeder- 


‘ate Army and was killed in bat- 


tle Jah. 11,

Heads Organization Engaged in Dangerous 


Job of Snooping Behind the Iron Curtain

through the darkened streets of Dusseldorf, Ger- 


(irr night about a month ago a taxicab chugged 


many, carrying Ulius L. Amoss, an American, to 
the airport on the outskirts of the city. 

Through his mirror, the taxicab driver saw an- 
other automobile speed up from the rear. 


later there was a flash and the 
shot. 

Then the automobile lurched 
to the side of the taxicab. A 
man leaned out and fired point 
blank into the moving vehicle: 
The machine sped away. 

The terrified taxicab driver 
swung his car around and start- 
ed back toward a nearby police 
station. 


He didn't know what the 
shooting was all about. 


But Ulius L. Amoss knew. 
From his crouched position in 
the rear of the cab he ordered 
the driver to slow down. Placing 
a crumpled bill on the seat, he 
opened the door and swung him- 
self to the street. 


He raced two blocks before he 
hailed another cab. He told the 
driver to take him to the rail- 
road station. There he entered 
the station on one side of the 
tracks, crossed two ramps and 
came out on the other. Then he 
got into another cab and was 
driven to the airport. He 
boarded a plane and soon was 
safely aloft. 


As Amoss recounts the inci- 
dent today it appears fit logi- 
cally into the general pattern of 
his existence. For Amoss, as he 
describes his present occupation, 
is engaged in the dangerous 
business of snooping into the 
inner operations of the archi- 
tects of the Iron Curtain. He is, 
therefore, bound to make some 
enemies. 


In recent weeks, apparently 
through no fault of his own, his 
name has been linked rather 
freely with that of Lavrenti P. 
Beria, one-time head of the Rus- 
sian secret police, who may or 
may not be alive and may or 
may not atill be in Russia. 


Speculation that Amoss may 
know of the errant Russian’s 
whereabouts is a logical develop- 
ment because for eight years 
Amoss, aided and abetted by 
his pretty wife, Veronica, has 
been keeping a select segment 
of the American population 


posted on what they believe is 
going on behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. 


And this intelligence is the 
product of what Amoss described 
as an intricate, privately-fi- 
nanced intelligence agency which 
he directs from his comfort- 
able home at fashionable Gibson 
island, near Baltimore. 


A former Army colonel and 
an agent of the wartime mystery 
organization, the Office of Stra- 
tegic Services, Amoss decided 
at the end of the war that the 
big fault with secret intelligence 
was that it was too secret. 


In between this secret intelli- 
gence and newspaper reports he 
found an informational no-man's 
land and it was this void which 
he sought to fill by establishing 
the International Services of In- 
formation Foundation, _Inc., 
through which he publishes his 
Iron Curtain findings and dis- 
tributes them to $25-a-year sub- 
scribers. 

x « * 


E says frankly that he un- 
dertook his work “as a per- 
sonal and modest contribu- 
tion toward picking up odds and 
ends and tidbits which others 
have missed concerning the So- 
viet Union and other countries.” 


Working for him in the gath- 
ering of odds and ends are 12 
men, whom he describes as for- 
mer officials of satellite intelli- 
gence services, who have left 
their native countries in protest 
against Communist rule. 


He guards their identities 
carefully. Though they are not 
now in danger of arrest they 
are subject to what he terms 
“retaliation” by enemy agents, 
possibly of the Dusseldorf taxi- 
cab variety. 


These 12 key men, Amoss re- 
lates, maintain a courier system 
through every Iron Curtain 
country and he estimates the 
number of persons co-operating 
in organized leakage as high as 
7000. The efforts of an organi- 
zation of this: size obviously 
could add up to a great many 
tidbits. ‘ 

While the key 12 are supposed 
to sift the information coming 
to them before forwarding it to 
Amoss, the head man receives 
a great deal of material which 
he says is trash, too “hot” to 
release or was planted for the 
express purpose of confusing 
rival states. 

He travels to Europe at least 
once a year to visit his couriers. 

“It’s a good thing for me and 
for them to have face to face 
meetings,” Amoss says. 

On these excursions, Amoss 
says, he loses his identity be- 
eause “it would be fatal for my

agents to be seen with me.” He 
doesn't use disguises but he 
moves from town to town with- 
out tarrying long, setting up 
conferences with his agents in 
cafes and hotel rooms. 

“If I am going to a remote 
village near a frontier,” he re- 
lates, “I check into a hotel in 
a larger city, then into a second 


hotel in the smaller place. I; 


travel light, the allowable 60 
pounds of airline luggage. Some- 
times I take along a bodyguard 
who will double as an inter- 
preter.” 

He says that he travels un- 
armed “because in this business 
if I was ever called on to use 
a gun it would be too late, any- 
way.” , 
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NLY one other American 
Q) knows the identity of any of 

the 12 agents, Amoss says, 
and he is familiar only with 
those who are working on Rus- 
sia. This American, according 
to Amoss, has been behind the 
Iron Curtain three times in the 
last 10 months and now is back 
in the United States. 


What would have happened to 
the intelligence system if the 
Dusseldorf gunman had hit his 
target? 

Amoss has taken care of that. 
There is a secret plan of pro- 
cedure, he says, which will go 
into effect the moment he is no 
longer available. His orders are 
to put the plan into effect at 
any time when he has been un- 
heard from for two weeks. 


Messages from his agents pose 
a real problem in terms of de- 
livery, Amoss says, because the 
appearance of continuity which 
would result from direct mailing 
could attract the attention of 
“undesirable persons.” 

So he has a system of letter- 
drops through which intelligence 
reports sometimes go all around 
Robin Hood’s barn before reach- 
ing the serene little island where 
he lives. He has several mailing 
addresses wnder various names 
in Baltimore, Washington and 
New York. ' 

A week ago Friday, he relates, 
he received a message originat- 
ing with a courier at Tiflis in 
the Republic of Georgia stating 
that the much-discussed Beria 
was preparing to lead a revolt, 
patterned after Tito’s, to liberate 
the republic from Red Rule. 

“The courier naturally didn’t 
want his report traced to me,” 
Amoss said. “So he sent it to 
one of our agents at Istanbul. 
That agent using his ewn code 
telegraphed it to another of our 
agents in Paris. That agent de- 
coded the message and then 
sent it directly to me by cable.” 


x * * 


MOSS'’S desk in his home is 
A stuttea with letters and mes- 
sages, presumably from 
agents and couriers and bearing 
on developments in their respec- 
tive areas of operation. These 
are not, of course, available for 
examination but after the sifting 
process some will be published 
in his general report, which 
comes out six times a year, or 
a sort of newsletter which he 
gets out about twice a .month. 
Since the principal objective 
of his intelligence ring is in- 
formation for Americans, Amoss 
disclaims any major interest in 
enticing persons from behind 
the Iron, Curtain, unless they 
are unusually good prospects. 
One such prospect, he con- 
cedes, would be Beria. 
As a matter of fact, Amoss 
says, a man who identified him- 


self as a Russian major general 
got in touch with him through 
one of his agents at a Munich 
hotel last July with a proposi- 
tion involving Beria. 


He said his visitor had an 
identification card printed in 
Russia and bearing a signature 
purporting to be Beria's. 


“I have been authorized by 
Beria to inquire if he will be 
guaranteed political asylum 
should he get out of Russia,” 
Amoss quoted the man as say- 
ing. 

Amoss, continued: “I replied 
dq was just a private citizen but 
recalling that Beria was an in- 
telligence expert and an atemic 
authority I felt that in return 
for information someone would 
aid Beria should he make a 
break. 


“Three times, thereafter, per- 
sons who said they were repre- 
senting the Russian’ general 
called me for verification of that 
view. The last call was on Aug. 
2. I received no more.” 


Amoss says he doesn’t know 
to this day whether the major 
general was a bona fide Beria 
emissary or whether he was 
an agent of the Russian regime 
trying to find out if Amoss or 
his representatives were mak- 
ing any deals with Beria. 


There was another and earlier 
occurrence supposedly involving 
Soviet big-wigs ready to fly the 
coop. Amoss says he was in a 
hospital in London last January 
when one of his agents reported 
that Stalin was dead, his death 
would be announced in mid- 
March and that several of 
Stalin's entourage wanted to get 
out of the country before the 
roof fell in on them.  Beria, 
Amoss says, was not one of those 
mentioned to him as wanting to 
leave then.

MOSS couldn’t-use the funds 
Ac his information foundation 

for this escape project so he 
started looking around for some- 
one who would take “an out- 
rageous gamble” and finance the 
undertaking. Such a man was 
Clendinin Ryan, a New York 
millionaire, who put up $50,000 
last summer to establish a new 
“courier train” in the Soviet 
Union and expedite the depar- 
ture of the disaffected Stalinists. 


Up to now, more than $52,000 
has been expended, “a moderate 
sum to create such an organiza- 
tion,” Amoss says, and the 
courier set-up is functioning. 
Whether the unhappy Russian 
apostates still are functioning 
is not yet known. 

Last March, 21-year-old Lt. 
Franciszek Jarecki came roar- 
ing out of his native Communist- 
dominated Poland in a much 
sought-after MIG-15 airplane. 
It was disclosed later that for- 
mer Gov, Preston Lane of Mary- 
land and some others had put 
up $10,000 or more to help 
Amoss set up a courier system 
in Poland. People immediately 
jumped to the conclusion that 
Jarecki was bought off with 
Lane’s money. 


Amoss and Jarecki both deny 
that there was any such transac- 
tion. However, Amoss will con- 
cede that Jarecki’s flight was 
the by-product of Lane’s money 
having been spent inside Poland 
to develop a “psychosis of es- 
capism” among Polish flyers and 
others of their countrymen. 

Amoss is a well-built 58-year- 
old six-footer, who speaks seri- 
ously but not in whispers about 
his work and his wife who helps 
him. While Amoss confers with 
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visitors, Mrs. Amoss busies her- 
self with household chores and 
some of the detail involved in 
her husband's writing. 


His library is stacked with 
books with such titles as ‘“‘Hand- 
book for Spies,” “Spies and 
Traitors,” “Master Spy” and 
“Communist Conspiracy.” His 
telephone rings constantly and 
he handles these interruptions 
by leaving the room to talk in 
private to his callers. 


His rambling home, which he 
rents, is not the anticipated set- 
ting for a figure involved in 
world espionage. And it’s diffi- 
cult to picture Amoss in a world 
of conspiracy with expensive 
pleasure boats bobbing in Chesa- 
peake Bay only a few hundred 
yards away. 

He says he ay eyeid in debt 
as a result of Nis work, which 
so far pays him no salary. Mrs. 
Amoss also is unpaid for her 
efforts. He refers to her func- 
tion as “slave labor.” 


He does not try to prophesy 
events, he says, but some of his 
reports from other countries 
have a way of developing into 
news months after he prints 
them. 

He was born in St. Louis in 
1895 but his parents took him 
away when he was six weeks 
old. He has been a sales man-

ager, a Y.M.C.A. representative 
here and abroad and an occa- 
sional writer on political sub- 
jects. He has decorations from 
half a dozen foreign govern- 
ments. On his desk are auto- 
graphed photographs of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and the King of Greece. 

On one wall of his library are 
pictures of important military 
personages “I worked for” and 
on another is an equally impos- 
ing display of military men 
“who worked for me.”

E won't go along with the 
H suggestion that he is an ex- 

pert on Russia. But he says: 
“My agents make me look good 
sometimes.” The agents incident- 
ally are not getting rich off the 
project, their pay ranges from 
$50 a month to about $280 a 
month, most of which goes for 
expenses in maintaining contact 
with couriers. 


He has no faith in so-called 
underground movements which 
flourished in German-occupied 
countries during World War II 
because the leaders of such 
movements are of necessity 
leaders of political parties. The 
Russians know exactly who they 
are. 


He also discounts the impor-

Mrs. Amoss, a slight, brown- 
haired woman with a ready 
smile, was born Veronica Gro- 
gan in England. She was serving 
in the British intelligence serv- 
ice and Amoss in the Ameri- 
can counterpart when they met 
in Cairo in 1943. 


They. became close friends and 
Amoss proposed. But first he 
wangled from her chief the con- 
cession that she would be ab- 
solved of her ties to the British 
service. Then he got her into 
the American intelligence, in 
which she served with the simu- 
lated rank of colonel. They were 
married in the United States in 
1946. Mrs. Amoss was natural- 
ized that year after a special 
hearing ordered by Tom Clark, 
then Attorney General of the 
United States, 


Fingering a large piece of 
white silk, remnant of the para- 
chute in which he jumped be- 
hind German lines during the 
Battle of the Bulge, Amoss re- 
calls with a grin how in Cairo 
he somehow always found Mrs.

its comparative success or fail- 
ure may have a determining ef- 
fect on the future of symphonic 
music in St. Louis. Ticket sales, 
of course, are always a prime 
source of revenue but in this 
instance they will also indicate 
a trend. If they equal or exceed 
the figure of last season it may 
be assumed that the ebbing tide 
of public interest, in evidence 
for the last several years, has 
been checked. If they fall still 
lower the directors of the sym- 
phony society will be faced with 
radical decisions. 

Whether the critical situation 
in St. Louis is caused by pecu- 
liar local circumstances or is 
part of a national pattern is not 
easy to decide. In either case 
the first, and perhaps the de- 
cisive remedies must be applied 
by the musical community. And

Women who make their own 
clothes will find an attractive 
collection of velvets at the fab- 
ric counters.

Choose a pattern with a min- 
imum number of seams and 
darts. Lay the velvet with the 
pile of each side in the same 
direction because if the pile runs 
in two different directions each 
pile will have a different sheen. 
If you would have your garment 
all of the same glow, be cer- 
tain that the pile is all in one 
direction. 

The best way to find the 
direction is to run your finger 
lightly back and forth over the 
pile. The direction of the most 
smoothness and least resistance 
is the direction of the pile. In 
most garments the pile will be 
upward—that is, run from hem 
to neckline. Pattern 


slim sharp pins or needles 
rather than ordinary pins. Pat- 
tern markings should be made 
with chalk or silk thread on the 
wrong side. 


In stitching velvet, the first 
step is to obtain a sewing ma- | 


chine needle especially made for 
stitching velvet.

“work in” the seam. Silk thread | 


is recommended. 

A looser tension is required 
when sewing by machine on vel- 
vets. For a neater stitch, it also 
is recommended that the fabric 
be fed into the machine slowly. 

Care of velvet is as important 
as its selection and its handling 
while being made into a garment. 
In pressing velvet, a special vel- 
vet board which has

The eonvertible , equipped 
with powerflite, a new fully- 
automatic transmission, ran full- 
throttle continuously over a 72- 
hour period, AAA records 
showed. During this time, the 


convertible eclipsed more than | 


60 AAA records formerly held 
by cars equipped with conven- 
tional, manual shifting devices. 
The convertible experienced 
no mechanical difficulties dur- 
ing the 72-hour run, according | 
to AAA records, and se mgd 
no servicing beyond regular pit 
stops for fuel and change of 
drivers.

September 1953 will go down 
'{n most gardeners’ memories as 
a long series of bright, sunny, 
devastating days. Vegetation has 
suffered severely everywhere 
hereabouts, and in areas where 
water use has been rstricted the 
damage has been incalculable. 

It doubtless will be a full year 
before we can assess the total 
losses. Two dry summers in a 
row have weakened many trees 
and shrubs. Some will not sur- 
vive the winter, and others may 
die during the 1954 growing sea- 
son. - 

Dry weather in late August 
and all thruugh September kept 
deciduous trees and shrubs from 
laying up food for the long win- 
ter months ahead. Normally sub- 
stantial quantities of starch, 
sugar and protiens are moved 
from the leaves into convenient 
storage spaces in stems, trunks 
and roots. 

Resistance is Low. 
| Ample supplies of stored 
foods provide energy for root 
| growth in favorable periods dur- 


ing the winter and for the big 


/push in the spring, when new 
‘roots must be formed, new leaves 
unfurled, and a new layer added 
to the -overall growth of the 


*| plant. Many trees and shrubs 


will be lacking in energy next 
spring. 

Moreover, many of them will 
suffer in the meantime, for 
plant tissues that are poorly sup- 
plied with food have less frost- 
and-cold-resistance than they 
ought to have. Plant cells that 
are well fortified with foods can 
withstand a heavy freeze. The 
food particules in the solution 
form a sort of anti-freeze in

Paul M. Bernard, St. Louls 
county agent, reports that the 
water table in the soil on Oct.

Wording of the very early invitations was different 
from more recent ones which “command” the guests’ ap- 
pearance.

As Director of Missouri Historical Society, Charles 
Van Ravenswaay Has a Wide Range of Duties — 
All Focused on Making Yesterday Serve Today

HE OTHER DAY a woman telephoned the 

Missouri Historical Society and asked what 

she should serve at a Victorian tea. The 
inquiry was not unusual, nor was the alacrity 
with which she was furnished the information. 
With only momentary reflection, the society's 
director described in detail what St. Louis ma- 
trons were serving their guests in the elegant 
1880s. Just as readily, he could have told her 
where Missouri's oldest house is located, when 
Daniel Boone died, who founded the state's first 
ry why St. Louis is called the Mound 
City, what was happening in this city in any 
particular year. 

This’ walking compendium of Missouri his- 
tory is Charles van Ravenswaay, a tall, bespec- 
tacled, soft-spoken, 42-year-old bachelor who has 
been director of the Missouri Historical Society 
since 1946. As the first director in the society's 
87-year history, Van Ravenswaay has vitalized 
the organization and made it a significant cul- 
tural force. This came about by his putting into 
effect the theory on which the society now 
operates: That a historical museum should not 
merely be a ge | for dusty manuscripts and 
artifacts, but shoul put history to work to 
broaden and enrich the lives of succeeding 
generations. 

As director of the society, a private institution 
supported by 1100 individual and 93 corporate 
members, Van Ravenswaay is something of a 
jack-of-all-trades. In his various capacities, he 
works as administrator, historian, antiquarian, 
writer, lecturer, B sees raiser, civic booster, ‘bar- 
gainer, curator, showman, diplomat, connoisseur 
and maintenance man. He even finds pack-rat 
proclivities useful in prowling attics for museum 
pieces. Toughest aspects of the job, as he puts it, 
are problems like “getting $80 to buy a filing 
case for an $80,000 manuscript collection we got 
for nothing.” 

Van Ravenswaay brought to his job a rich 
background of Missouri history. It was a subject 
he began pursuing earnestly ag a boy in Boone- 
ville, where his father, born in Borneo of Dutch 


parents, was a physician. He developed an early 
interest in vicarious adventure, and he was 
weaned on stirring tales of the Missouri frontier 
related by his pioneer maternal grandparents. 
Even as a youngster he was an inveterate col- 
lector of old books, documents, prints, furniture. 

On graduating from Washington University 
in 1934, Van Ravenswacy joined the society and 
later explored Missouri nooks and crannies in the 
course of gathering material for and helping 
write the Missouri Guidebook. In this research 
he rediscovered much forgotten Missouriana, and 
became an authority on the state’s early archi- 
tecture, folklore, arts and crafts. After service as 
a Navy officer in World War II, he accepted the 
society's newly created position of director. 

For more than 250,000 visitors a year, the 
society's free public museum in Jefferson Me- 
morial in Forest Park brings to life the exciting 
past of the Middle West. Its collections of furni- 
ture, silver, costumes, prints, portraits, firearms, 
steamboat models, fire-fighting apparatus, Indian 
relics and other memorabilia of the past provide 
the basis for formal class programs for 14,000 
school children a year. Its reference library and 
archives—the collection of fur trade documents 
is considered the most notable in existence—are 
in constant use by authors, historians, business 
and civic institutions. 

The Missouri Historical Society frequently is 
confused with the Missouri State Historical So- 
ciety, a tax-supported, state institution at Colum- 
bia. The local organization was founded in 1866 
by a group of St. Louisans to discover, procure 
and preserve material relating to the history of 
the city and state. Later, when it became obvious 
the history of St. Louis and Missouri was inextric- 
ably interwoven with the westward expansion of 
the nation, the society's scope was broadened to 
include the entire Louisiana Purchase Territory. 

“We may deal with the past but we don’t 
live in the past,” says Van Ravenswaay in ex- 
plaining the society's activities. “Weare dedi- 
cated to service in modern living, business and 
education.”

Michigan All-American BOB CHAPPUIS a few years 
ago wangled a lucrative contract from the Brooklyn 
Dodgers (no longer in existence ). He stumbled through 
a few games and hasn’t been heard from since. Take 
the case of HERMAN WEDEMEYER, of St. Mary's. With 
a full force of adjectives running interference, he made 
every All-American team in the land. Then he tried 
pro football. After a stab with the Los Angeles Dons 
and the Baltimore Colts, he was released. 

TOM HARMON was never a pro standout. And the 
Giants were stung by the flop of their number one 
pick of several seasons ago, TONY MINISI, another 
All-American rave. Last year’s All-American bust was 
ED MODZELEWSKI of the Steelers. 

Not even Walter Camp was infallible. He once 
named VIC HALLIGAN of Nebraska to his All-Ameri- 
can team the year after Halligan graduated. 

_Another Camp boner was his selection of A. M. 
(BUM) DAY, a Georgia Tech freshman, to his 1918 
team. His pick was based on Day's one game against 
Pitt when, actually, Day turned in only an average per- 
formance. 

It happened this way: 

Day and JOE GUYON usually backed up the Tech 
line. But against Pitt the only line backer was Guyon. 
(Day was playing-on the line). Guyon was brilliant 
that afternoon. The Pitt ball carriers groaned when he 
shook them with his tackles. After the final whistle, 
the Panthers grabbed Guyon and took him to their 
dressing room. They wanted a close-up of the man 
who could make them stay tackled. 


ET, MOST of the press box observers (including 

Walter Camp) on that day of numberless jersies 

had identified the great Tech line-backer as Bum 
Day, and not as Guyon. And so when Camp picked 
his All-American team, he remembered the Pitt game 
and chose Day as his center. 

Another Camp faux-pas aroused Princeton students 
in violent protest. 

Camp picked LOGAN ‘of Princeton on his 1912 
team and omitted from his list Logan’s fiery running 
mate, RIP SHENK, who was a much superior player. 
One of Camp's stenographers had copied the name of 
the wrong Princeton guard. Led by Logan (the hon- 
ored player), the students protested; but the team had 
been published. It was too late. 

Other stars have been victims of experts’ mistakes: 
>» CHARLIE ANDERSON, Ohio State’s Negro end, was 
selected on a Swedish All-American. 

» STAN STASICA South Carolina's Polish backfield 


star, was picked on a Lithuanian team. 
> BUS BLUM of Colgate, an Irishman, found himself 
on an All-Jewish aggregation. 

Players seldom protest. But coaches long have been 
against All-American teams. “Too many of them,” 
says J. B. Whitworth of Oklahoma A&M, “are picked 
without reliable information from all sections of the 
country. They contain too many ball carriers and 
flashy lineman.” 

The head coach of an Eastern University told me: 
“Let me name the most dangerous junior on each of 
our rivals to an All-American and I won't worry about 
our winning.” 

Almost every mentor fears the jinx of All-American 
juniors flopping in their senior years. This doesn’t 
mean they won't be picked their final year. They are; 
but their selection is based on their earlier reputation. 
The honor teams are often picked early in the season. 
So, the flashy October star, backed by his previous 
record, gets the nod over a slow-starting reliable. 

Such a routine still isn’t as bad as one expert's 
picking two high school boys on his collegiate All- 
American. This man, a mid-Westerner, usually named 
stars from the West to his teams, sprinkling it with an 
Easterner once in a while. To boost Southern interest, 
he decided to pick a star from Georgia Tech. In an 
Atlanta paper he saw a football lineup with “Tech” 
above it. From the lineup he plucked a guard and a 
tackle, SID SAULT and HARVEY McCORD. 

There was one hitch: these two young men played 
not for Georgia Tech, but for Tech High School in 
Atlanta. 


He Was Knocked Out 


ND so the abundance of All-American teams has 

made them meaningless. The fan, searching for 

a criterion of grid greatness, turns to pro ball. 

It's a good test. One of last year’s pro standouts was 

ELBIE NICKEL of the Steelers, who was ignored for All- 

American honors when he played at the University 
of Cincinnati. 

Steve Owen, the Giants’ coach, tells of a new guard 
from a small unknown college who came to play for 
him on the Giants. 

“You're up against a Notre Dame All-American 
today,” he told the youngster. “Watch yourself.” 

On the first play Owen’s new guard knocked an 
opposing player cold. As the team went back into the 
huddle, he turned to his mates and asked, “Don't you 
think it’s time they sent in that All-American?” 

“Send him in?” one of them asked. “That's a laugh. 
The guy you just knocked out was the All-American!”

BOSTON, Mass.

college courses to anyone over 65 living in Massachusetts.

—inchuding History in the Making, Great Music, Fresh- 
man English, English Composition, Vocabulary Building 
and Fundamentals of Radio and Television. 

Only four days after the first announcement, the 
University rtcerved airmail letters from two women in 
South Afnca. Retired schoolteachers, writing independ- 
ently of each other, they wanted to know how they could 
register. (Not living in Massachusetts, they weren't 
eligible.) 

Now that the program has been running for three 
semesters, what do the new students think of it?
